the threatened district.« , 
if they are w ise, 
they at once seek hig h land to avoid the 
floods or craw 1 into their cyclo ne cellars to 
escape the w rath o f the wind. 
W ells is eig h t m iles west o f St.. Louis, 
and o ne o f it sx so nspicuo us b u ildin g s is Sky 
V iew , Rev. H ick s'co tta g e and o bservato ry. 
It is situated on a hig h kno ll co m m anding 
a w ide view o f the surro unding co untry, 
and the architectural ex crescence on the 
roof is the pro phet's o bservato ry.
